He 
is also a director in the e Beers mines 
and is interested in a host of commercia! 
ventures in the Cape regions, a fact which 
has won for him the tithe of “the un- 
crowned king of South Africa.’ From 1890 
to 1896 he w premier of Cape Colony, a 
position which he was forced to relinquish 
48 a result of the famous Jameson raid 
in the Transvaai. The British Parliament 
investigated the raid and Rhodes escaped 
censure, although the affair dimmed the 
luster of his fame. ‘

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LONDON MAY BUILD. 
GREATEST AQUEDUCT 


PLAN IS TO DRAW WATER SUP- 
PLY FROM WALES. 


COST WOULD BE $87,500,000 


Gigantic Reservoir, Holding 3,200,- 
000,000 Gallons, Would Receive 
Supply From Waterway 150 
Miles Long. 


LONDON; Mach 13.—London’s water con- 
sumption amounts in round figure sto 200,- 
000,000 gallons per day. Thanks to the 
system of intercommunication between the 
mains of the various companies now adopt- 
ed, there is rarely difficulty, at present, in 


providing this quantity. 
But London, especiajly outer London, is 


rapidly grosaving, and there is every prob- 
ability that in another thirty years no less 
than twelve million people will look for 
their modest thirty-five or forty gallons 


per day. 
The Thames is an accommodating river, 


with an average daily flow of over 1,00,000,- 
000 gallons, but can it be safely expected to 
yield, during a prolonged drought, more 
than double its present quantity, and still 
leave plenty for the penny steamboats and 
the newly-introduced salmon? 

The water companies say that, if neces- 
sary, no less than 400,00,000 gallons of 
water fit for use can be obtained dally from 
the Thames, and another 226,000,000 gallons 
from the Lea and other sources. The Lon- 
don County Council, on the other hand, 
contend that not more than 300,500,000 gal- 
lions can be safely drawn from the Thames 
and Lea valleys and that, though the pres- 
ent supply is sufficient, at least 447,000,090 
gallons a day will be required by 1931. Con- 
sequently the deficiency must be made up 
from some other source, and there is no 
adequate watershed available nearer than 


Central Wales. 

Briefly, then, the retiring engineer to the 
London County Council proposes to bring 
by the simple action of gravitation an ad- 
ditional] 206, 000, 000 gallons a day all the 
way from Wales to London. This will i- 
sure a total supply of 500,000,000 gallons a 
day, and if at some distant date even this 
enormous quantity should rove insuf- 
ficient, the scheme provides for a second 
line of acqueduct to bring yet another 200,- 
000,000 galions. 

The project involves the formation of a 
reservoir in three districte. e ree’ 
Yrfou reservoir would form a magnificent 
lake of some 3000 acres, with a total ca- 
pacity of about 39,000,000,000 gallons, and an 
available capacity of 35,750.000,000 gallons. 
The gigantic conduit would extend from 
Liangorse Lake tin. Radnorshire, right 
across the counties of Herford, Gloucester, 
Oxford, Bucks and Hertford, to the Elstree 
hills, 12 miles northwest om Charing Cross, 
where it would discharge into an enormous 
reservoir, 300 feet above sea level, capable 
of holdl $,200.000,000 gallons, or 16 4 
supply. e@ aqueduct would be 150 miles 
in length and would be formed of masonry 
end concrete, except at valley crossings, 
where parallel iron and steel pipes would 
. The masonry portions would be 16 
feet In width and the water would flow to 
a depth of about li feet. The watershed 
consists of 488 square miles, in the heart 
of Wales. Over this area the rainfall) is 
at least twice as heavy as in the Thames 
Valley, and it is estimated that 415,090,000 
gallons a day can be drawn, after making 
every allowance for or seasons and evap- 
oration, without covle: Pg the local rivers.

Board of Education Provides for Land- 
_ geaping Premises of Each 
Institution. 


Trees and shrubs are to beautify the pub- 
ic school yards of St. Louls. The Board of 
Education has appropriated $176 for this 
purpose, and within two weeks the work 
will begin. 

Four school yards are to be worked upon 
by the landscape gardener this spring. They 
are the Bugene Field, the Wyman, the Mar- 
Shall and the Monroe. 

Arthur Babcox, a landscape architect 
from Cleveland, O., now in St. Louis, has 
volunteered to do the work at the Eugene 
Field school free of charge, furnishing the 
trees himself. He has drawn up and sub- 
mitted an acceptable plan, and will begin 
his work in a few days. 

The work in the other three yards will be 
under the dirextion of Superintendent of 
Bulldings Ittner, who is drawing up 
schemes for the treatment of each yard to 
the best advantage. The trees to be set out 
are Norway maple and Carolina poplar, rap- 
id growers, which in five years will furnish 
grateful shade. 

The board has given orders for the pur- 
chase of 5° such trees, from 15 to 18 feet 
high. for all thse schools in the city. Some 
will not bo used until next year. 

In «he vard of the mupene Field school no 
shrubbery will be used at present. Trees 
aione will be the landscape arcHtitect's ma- 
terial. It is said that Mr. Babcox has con- 
ecived a plan which will add greatly to the 
beauty of the premises—as = symictrically 
pretiy and simple as one of Eugene Field's 
child poems itself. 

The work of tree and shrub cee will 
be continued until every school in the city 
has received its share of shade and flower 
producers.

SURVEY RUNS NEAR SUBURBS 


° 
Various Views of Enterprise Taken by 


Citizens of Webster and 
St. Charles. 


Harry J. Cantwell, president of the Mis- 
sourt River Water Co., whose bill for a 
canal from the Missouri river to the Mera- 
mec is now pending tn Congress, says that 
the company’s only purpose is to furnish 


| power, and that it ia not a competitor of 


‘the canal. 


the companies which are planning to sup- 
ply St. Louls and guburban towns with 
water from the Missturl. 
Opposition to the bill now pending in Con 
ress has been offered by citizens of St. 
‘harles. The bill gives the company the 
right to dig a canal 110 feet wide from 
Centaur, eight and a half miles abuve Bt. 
Charles, to connect with the Meramec river 
near Meramec a beg ee 
At the Highlands the water will fall 60 
feet. over a dam, into the Meramec river. 
“The amount of water taken from the 
Missouri river will not be large,” said Mr. 
Cantwell, “certainly not large enouvh to 
affect the interests of St. Charles or to 
cripple its waterworks system. The pres- 
sure from the fall is what we count oa. 
“With 15.000 horsepower we can make 
money and can encourage manufactories 
in the Meramec valley. We will increase 
the industries of St. Louis without adding 
to the city’s smoke. 
“We have anticipated that coal dealers 
may oppose our project, although the addi- 
tional. power which we furnish will be on.y 
a eall part of the power which will ever- 
tually be used in St. Louls and victaity. 
“We are not seeking to gain control of the 
water supply of Sit. Loule or of suburban 
communities, and we are not to be -onsid- 
ered as competitors of the companies 
which are now in the field for this pur- 


pose.

The competition of tha various companies 
having or seeking rights in St. Louis Coun- 
ty to supply water and power to the 
suburbs of Bt Louis is thought, by the pro- 
moters of the Missourt Water Co., to have 
led St. Charles into the opposition to the 
company’s plans that is reported from 
Washington. The water company says it 
has in view only the sale of wer and the 
development of the Meramec Wighland ter- 
ritory into a manufacturing district.

The warm weather makes the possibility of saving any num- 
ber of the trees in Forest Park by transplanting them extremely 
foubtful. It is too late to do much effective work at this time 
of the year, especially in view of the lack of funds for the pur- 
pose. 

The World's Fair directors might do a valuable service to the 
public in this respect by postponing the outting of all good 
trees that can be postponed until the autumn, instead 
of making a wholésale job of tree cutting at this time. It might 
not be necessary that all be removed during the summer. If a 
number of the best trees could be permitted to stand until 
autumn, means of transplanting them might be provided by 
that time. 

If in the meantime the World's Fair company would trans- 
plant such trees as can be saved this spring, it would render 
a valuable service that would in some measure repay the great 
privileres granted it by the city.

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SOUTHERN MISSOURI NEEDS HELP. 

As was stdted in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, some 20,000 res!- 

dents of Southern Missouri are in distress as the result of last 
summer's drouth. 
, These people are not begging for help. They have exhausted 
every resource to tide over themselves and what remains of their 
stock until new crops can be gathered. But the knowledge that 
they are now in desnerate straits has come to St. Louis, partly 
through salesmen, who have been compelled to abandon their 
trips because of the prevailing destitution, and in other ways. 

The greatest need is seed for spring planting. There is little 
or no corn, potatoes or other seeds for garden and field to en- 
able the people to begin the work of the season. Uniess they can 
get this much help very many of them will be compelled to re- 
move from the state.

A supply of seeds 
and potatoes for planting at this time will be invaluable. The 
aid given will return to St. Louis in the shape of trade from a 
grateful people.

THE CHURCH AND ITS PEOPLE. 


The United States census report shows 
that in the State of Ohio, in the year 1900, 
the average wage of those employed in the 
factories of the state was $1.40 a day. This 
is less than $9.00 per week. Those who think 
$9.00 per week a statisfactory wage should 
be compelled to keep a family of children 
in clothes and in school on that sum, and 
pay rent that one must, if he lives near his 
work, or the carfare if he lives out of the 
city. This wage means comparative pover- 


ty. Yet Mr. Carnegie said the other day in 
New York: 

“Every sober and capatle and willing man 
finds employment at wages which, with 
thrift and a good wife to manage, will en- 
able him to go far toward laying up a com- 
petence for old age.’’ 

That sentence shows crass ignorance of 
the real conditions of life among hundreds 
of thousands of sober, capable, willing and 
thrifty men, whose wives need no lesson in 
good management. 

The church which closes its eyes to these 
palpable facts, while it lauds the charities 
of the rich man who preaches that it is the 
laborer’s paradise to work for $9.00 a week, 
may expect the patronage of the men 
whose vanity it flatters, but it cannot ex- 
pect to retain the respect of thoughtful and 
earnest men. If it leaves to others the 
cross of the new crusade, it must not com- 
niain if others wear the crown. The church 
may praise men for being generous with 
other people's money. For this it will have 
its reward. But its reward will not be the 
gratitude of the weary and peeve laden.—

CHICAGO, March 13.—Twenty-five of her 
girl friends sacrificed a part .of their skin 
to be grafted on the burned face and neck 
of Miss Helen Peck. A dozen stalwart 
young men were paid to do the same thing. 

And now Miss Peck, who i« at the Wes- 
ley Hospital, is slowly but surely becom- 
ing again, as the grafted skins heals, the 
pretty girl she was before she met with her 
terrible burns. 

In last November Miss Peck was burned. 
The skin was almost entirely scorched off 
her face, neck, shoulders and right arm. 


She was taken to the Post-Graduate Hos- 
pitaL 
The ns there sald that if enough 
skin could be secured it was possible that 
the beauty that once bloomed in the fair 
face of t young girl could be restored. 
Several dozen fond friends were willing 
and giad to have pleces of their own skin 
cut away for the sake of the sufferer. 
, ae snoee Srtenda. 2 were selected as be- 
ng in proper ysical condition to have 
their skin We A dozen men, most of 
them out of work, answered an advertise- 
ment and were accepted as fit subjects to 
take skin from. They were paid from $1 to 
apiece for the patch of skin they sold. 

Then the first operation was performed. 

at was a month ago. 

The friends of the young sufferer gathered 
fn the hospital operating room. One by 
one they let the surgeons cut out squares 
of their s4kin The bits of cuticle were 
placed upon the scared face of the sufferer 
on the operating table. 

Two wecks ago.a second operation was 
pecpermes The friends and paid men who 

d not given their skin for the first oper- 
ation appeared this time. The skin cut 

m them was grafted on to the neck and 
right arm of Miss Peck 

The first operation was a success. Every 
bit of the grafted skin. save a little at the 
left side of the mouth, is healing finely. 
This little surface will have other skin 
grafted over it. J 

But the second operation was not as suc- 
cessful as the first It will have to be 
largely done over. And there is still much 
burned surface on the girl’s khoulders and 
arms that as yet has had no new skin 
placed on it. 

Last week she was removed from the 
Post-Graduate hospital to the Wesley hos- 

tal. and the rest of the work of saving 

er beauty will be done there. 

The accifient in which Miss Peck was so 
painfully burned is still a mystery. She 
was cleaning a waist with gasoline fn a 
pan. It was in the afternoon at her home. 
and there was no light burning near her. 

But suddenly the gasoline burst into 
flames. She screamed Members of her 
family rushed to her and found her cloth- 
ing still afire. Quick smothering of the 
flames saved her life, but the fire had eaten 
the skin from her face, neck and arms.

NOT MUCH TROUBLE 


CANADIAN BORDER IS VERY 
POORLY GUARDED. 


INDUSTRY IS SUCCESSFUL 


Many Spies Keep Leaders Informed of 
Government’s Movements and 
Capture Is Difficult. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BRUFFALO, March 13.—There is more 
emuggling of Chinese across the border at 
the present time than there has been in 
years. Sometimes a few Chinamen are 
caught, but more often there is reason to 
believe, the contrabands enter the country 
at or near this city and get safely away to 
other cities where, by means of forged pa- 
pers, they are comparatively safe. 

Most of the smuggling is done over the 
Niagara river. The Chinamen are brought 
to this side, bidden for a few days, and 
then sent East or South. Where one is 
caught it is believed that a dozen make 


their way through insafety. 
In view of what it accomplishes the 


Buffalo blockade is laughed at. The block- 
ade consists cf a very few men. There is 
one man here charged with the duty of 
keeping Chinamen out of this port. He 
works practically alone and there are few 

ersons in the service or out of it who 
aw him or his business. He has a long 
stretch of lake and river to watch, he must 
sleep and he must eat, and he can be in 
only one place at one time, and so it is 
that the smugglers have a fairly clear 
Heid. True it is that when that man be- 
lHeves he needs help he can call on the 
collector of customs and then perhaps one 
ionely inspector is detailed to help him for 
a night or two. The police also are avail- 
able for special calls, but the bulk of the 
waiting and watching and figuring falls on 
that one man 

How do the Chinamen get over the Ca- 
nadian border, and does the inspector know 
approximately when they can be expected 
to cross? A Chinaman can enter Canada 
by paying a fee. When they arrive in Mon- 
treal or Vancouver they are taken in 
charge of men who make a good living at 
that business. A party of a dozen or s0 
is got together and sent to Windsor or To- 
ronto or London or Mamilton or St. Cath- 
arines. They are met there by smugglers. 
The smugglers bring them on trains to one 
of the three small stations within half a 
dozen miles of Fort Erie. A man with a 
team meets the train. The Chinamen are 
carried to a rendezvous within. walking 
distance of the river and there they are 
kept for an hour or a day, or until the aus- 
picious time comes for crossing the river. 
Then they are taken to the bank, loaded 
into a skiff, rowed by white men. The 
boat lands anywhere, from the mouth of 
the harbor to the Lower Rock, sometimes 
going into one of the basins, and, in win- 
ter, even letting the Chinamen out on the 
«ce near the piers. If it is dark so much 
the better, for there is less chance of de- 
tection. When the boat has got safely 
across and the Chinamen are under a 
bridge or trestle, the trip is as good as 
made in safety, for it most often happens 
that the contrabands, when they are dis- 
covered, are seen before they get to their 
first hiding place on this side.

Daily Bulletins Will Keep Cardinal 
Gibbons Informed of Condition 
of Ruler of Church.

BAT.TIMORE, March 18.—In view of the 
reports of the precarious condition of Pope 
Leo's health, Cardinal Gibbons Is to be daily 
advised from Rome. 

Although reports from the authentic 


sources represent the ruler of the Catholic 
Church as in a fairly vigorous condition, 
it is believed that the end may come with- 
out warning. 

The cardinal, while desirous for the pro- 
longation of the life of the pontiff, wishes 
earnestly to take part in the conclave that 
will elect his successor. With this object 
in view, he holds himself in readiness to 
Start for Rome as soon as the news of the 
Pope’s death shall have reached this coun- 
try. The cardinal could easily arrive in 
Rome before the expiration of the time in 
which the conclave would meet. 

Immediately on the death of the Pope, 
the cardinals are summoned and ten days’ 
grace is allowed them to meet together. 
Shoulé Cardinal Gibbons attend the con- 
clave, he would be the first American eccle- 
siastic at that ceremony.
